It provides that pamph­ 
lets may be passed around for sig­ 
natures (these pamphlets are not the 
petition to be filed.) These pamphlets 
must be printed with an address to 
the governor then 
when 
ready 
to 
make into the petition for filing, the 
committee having them in charge rep­ 
re s e n tin g the signers, .shall, with 
in ninety days from the day toe 
legislature adjourned, take them to 
the governor and call to the sec 
re ta i v of state. Then and there in 
the presence of the governor and 
of said committee the secretary of 
state will make up the petition, which 
is to tie filed in his office, whiciv he 
does by tearing off frail all the pam­

and fastening

sheets to the copy of the act to be 
voted on if the required number of 
signatures is found, the secretory 
then files the 'petition so made and 
holds the same open five days for 
protest in writing by any voter of 
the state, lf any protest is filed the 
secretary of state fixes a date for 
hearing such protest and notifies the 
committee; the hearing is then had 
awd whichever way the secretory of 
state decides, the defeated party may 
appeal direct to the Supreme Court 
for final determination of tho ques­ 
tion.

Was not vin 
Tulsa since the twenty-seventh of 
May. 
As to the second date, June 
loth, 
I 
was on 
that date enroute 
home from a trip of Three days dur­ 
ation to the city of '.Memphis. How­ 
ever. my office was open as usual 
with the private secretary in charge 
and ready at all times to summons 
■to the office either Lieur.-Gov. Bell­ 
amy, or in his absence Senator Gra­ 
ham, duly qualified to act as gover­ 
nor. However as neither Mr. Norris 
or any one else connected with said 
referendum petition ever called at 
the governor’s office or made any re­ 
quest whatever .upon rhe governor or

F the Genius of Hell 
used up all his men­ 
tal energy making 
a devil for the ani­ 
mal 
kingdom 
he 
could not have cre­ 
ated a more uncer­ 
tain, malicious and 
ugly brute than the 
rhinoceros. 
T h i s 
animal has buried more hunters than 
all other big 
game 
combined. 
It 
seems to be the hired assassin of the 
jungle. 
Its success as a homicide is 
not due to the fact that it seeks its 
victim, but because its victim falls 
over it. If the rhino knows that there 
is an enemy about, it will try to get 
away without being seen. 
If, on the 
other hand, it thinks that by keeping 
still it will be passed unnoticed, it 
stays as silent and 
motionless 
as 
Gibraltar, its little hog eyes watching 
the direction of the noise and its nose 
sniffing the air. 
Should 
an 
enemy 
show up suddenly in the jungle the 
rhino charges like a flash, nose down 
mid horns leveled like swords for the 
thrust, its huge bulk crushing through 
the brush like an express train. It is 
always a fight to the death, 
for 
a 
rhinoceros once in a fight wins or 
dies, and it mostly wins, if it is not 
confronted with an express rifle in 
the hands of a cool, good shot. 
It 
was the express in the hands of a 
cool shot that saved me in the en­ 
counter related here. 
We had been out nearly a year and 
were returning to civilization 
such 
as it is on the East 
African ’coast, 
with a good stock of ivory.

had been carried 300 miles from the 
interior in a hammock.

As soon as a lion or leopard is killed 
the skin must be removed, cleaned 
and treated with a taxiderm y prepa­ 
ration of alum. 
Then to protect it 
from beetles, it must be soaked in 
turpentine and put in charge of a na­ 
tive runner, who takes it to the near­ 
est post for preservation. Often when 
a skin arrives at its destination the 
numerous insects that infest the coun 
try have eaten it full of holes and it is 
absolutely worthless. 


Speaking of carnivora aud the other 
anna of Africa, let me say for the 
benefit of the American writers lec­ 
turers and artists who wish to’ pre­ 
tend to a knowledge of African ani­ 
mal life that there are no yaks, alli­ 
gators. kangaroos, turkeys, bears or 
tigers in Africa outside of a circus or 
a zoological garden. 
There are two 
species of rhinoceros, the bicornis or 
prehensile-lipped, and the 
simus or 
square-mouthed rhino.
